W eather conditions permitting, tlo- 
cinder running track at the General 
Reilley athletic field will oe construct­ 
ed within the next two weeks, Super­ 
intendent of Construction C. R. Clay­ 
ton, at the new high schtol building, 
upon the request of the board of edu­ 
cation submitted an estim ate of the 
coat at tlie meeting Monday evening, 
and was authorized to go ahead with 
the work. 
The proposed track w ill he 12 feet 
wide and will resemble an egg in 
shape. 
The earth will b«- excavated 
to a d^pth of 6 inches and th© bot­

four inch layer of cinders will then

COAL PRODUCTION 


The total p roduction of coal in Ohio 
in 1914 was 1*,S43,115 
short 
tons, 
having a value at tire mines of $21,- 
250,642. 
In 
view of 
the fact that 
p ractically all the Ohio miners were 
on strik e and the mines idle from 
Ap ril to July , the p roduction fell off 
heavily —nearly 50 p er cent as com 
p ared with 1913.

FISH AND GAME 
LAWS ISSUED 8Y 
WARDEN SPEAKS 


The fish and game laws A he s'ate 
of Ohio have been issued by Chief 
Warden John C. Speaks and are here 
appended: 
Open season for game and fishing: 
In all instances the dates given 
are included in the o;*en season. 
Quail, Hungarian or gray partridges, 
ruffed grouse, 
Mongolian, 
English 
ring necked or other pimasant, or a 
Carolina dove, protected until Novem­ 
ber 16, 1917; open season after that 
date November 15 to December 4 
Wild duck, wild goose, 
brant 
or 
other wild wa'er fowl, September 1 to 
December 15; March 15 to April 2j. 
Kail, coot, or inudhen and gallinule 
.September 1 to November 30. 
Black breasted and golden plover, 
Wilson 
or 
Jacksn.pe, 
greater 
and 
lesser yellowlegs, September 1 to De­ 
cember 15 
Wood duck protected until 1918. 
Woodcock, October 1 to November 
30. 
Rabbit., November 1 to January 1. 
Squirrel, September 15 to October 
2 0. 
Fox, October 2 to January 9. 
Raccoon, November 1 to March 1. 
Muskrat, January 1 to April 1. 
Skunk, November 13 to February 1. 
Rabbits may be killed by the owner, 
manager or tenant, at any time except 
Sunday and in any 
manner 
when 
found entering property. 
It is unlawful to kill birds of any 
kind other than game birds during 
the open season, except English spar­ 
rows, chicken hawks, American gos­ 
hawk, blue hawk, cooper hawk, sharp 
chinned hawks, duck hawks, crow or 
great horned owl. 
Blackbirds 
may 
be killed at any time except Sunday 
by the owner or authorized agent of 
premises w hen they are found to be a 
nuisance or injuring grain or 
other 
property. 
It is unlawful to buy, sell, offer for 
sale, or expose fo r sale, quail, wild 
duck or any other game bird, or any 
-quirrel at any time, whether killed 
within the state or elsewhere 
\fu*r August 9, 1915, permits may 
be secured from the fish and game 
division of the agricultural commis- 
~ion, authorizing the holder to propo- 
gate, kill and 
sell 
English 
ring- 
necked, Mongolian or Chinese pheas­ 
ants. 
It is unlawful to hunt, kill or pur­ 
sue with such intent any game bird 
or game animal on any Sunday, or a 
wild duck or other wild water fowl 
before sunrise or after sunset. 
Before any person kills a wild bird 
or w ild animal with a gun. a hunter’s 
license must first be procured, except 
Hiat the owner, tenant or children of 
th** owner, manager or tenant of lands 
may hunt upon such lands without a 
license.
